These  trees  can  be  planted  with  absolute  safety  as  they  are 
hand  dug  with  a solid  ball  of  earth  and  burlapped.  This  prevents 
their  roots  being  exposed.  All  are  grown  in  wide  rows  and  are 
fully  developed.  Each  alternate  year  they  are  transplanted, 
which  makes  heavy,  fibrous  roots — so  necessary  to  their  success.
